Secretary’s report 


President Stephen Petty called the meeting to order 
@7 PM 


SERGEANT-AT-ARMS REPORT (Roger Serrot): 
Roger advised there were 35 members present with no 
guests. 


TREASURER’S REPORT (Jim Huffman): Jim 
stated that as of 4/1/23 the starting bank balance was 
$44,674.68. After a $99 deposit from the auction, 
two checks, each for $25, were issued to the Ohio 
Sec’y of State to cover registration & change of agent. 
There were also checks of $24 to Oakstone (cookies), 
$170.55 to auction chair Steve Barnett and a $150 
withdrawal by the treasurer. In addition, $50 was paid 
to the state of Ohio to cover our charitable organiza- 
tion fee. The ending bank balance as of 4/30/23 came 
to $44,329.13. Petty cash had a starting balance of 
$35.42. After an increase of $28.30 (April auction), 
$90 from the 50-50, & the addition of the previously 
mentioned $150 withdrawal, the petty cash subtotal = 
$303.72. Payments of $30 (door prizes), $5.38 (en- 
graving), and $45 to 50-50 winner Kevin Tyson, left 
the ending petty cash balance at $223.34.. 


PRESIDENT’S REPORT (Stephen Petty): Stephen 
advised the club Christmas party would again be at 
Heritage Golf Club on Wednesday, Dec. 6, but that 
there would most likely be a higher price per member. 
Lexa Petty made reservations for this date. At most, 
CONA will donate $30/member, with an expected 
cost/person of between $50 and $60/person. A flyer 
was then passed around from the person who donated 
the wooden nickels to our club, Kenny Sammut...he is 
running for position as an ANA governor.. 


VICE-PRESIDENT’S REPORT (Dan Carroll): Dan 
addressed the parking issue/conflict, advised Diane’s 
Vietnam War hat pin was still missing, & announced it 
was Steve Barnett’s birthday.
